Egypt and Syria battled with Israel 


across cease-fire lines on Saturday in 
the worst fighting since the 1S67 
Mideast war. 


Israel said its gunboat missiles sank 


five Syrian war ships and Egypt 
claimed it captured almost the entire 
eastern bank of the Suez Canal. 


Each side blamed the other for 


starting the fighting, which broke out 
on the Jewish high holiday of Yom 
Kippur, and in the middle of the 
month-long Moslem holy days oi 
Ramadan. 


Air battles raged during the da\ 


over the Golan Heights along the 
Israel-Syria cease-fire line and over 
the Sinai peninsula. The peninsula is 
a 125mile wide desert and mountain 
area between the Suez Canal and 
Israel. Israel captured the Sinai in the 
1967 war. 


Air battles halted after nightfall, but 


fighting continued on the heights and 
along the canal after midnight. 


Israeli Defense Minister Moshe 


Dayan said the new fighting "is the 
stan of an allout war again." Dayan 


said Israeli air and ground losses were 
not significant. 


But Cairo radio reported shooting 


down 11 Israeli jets and losing 10 of 
its own in the largest air battle 
between the two countries in six years. 


The sea battle in the Mediterranean 


took place off the coast of Syria, about 
200 miles north of Israel. The Israeli 
command said five of its gunboats 
sank four Syrian missile boats and a 
Syrian torpedo boat. 


The command said the Syrian boats 


"fired a large number of missiles," 
bm that all of them missed.

Aviv government radio 


broadcast reported early Sunday that 
Egypt was ianding commando forces 
behind Israeh lines in the Sinai 
Desert, and that Israeli forces were

WASHINGTON (AP) -The Nixon 


administration will send to Congress 
this week a bill that would drastically 
change the country's financial system.' 


If Congress approves, there will be a 


major mixing of financial services that 
are now divided between banks and 
savings and loan associations. 


The administration has pointed up 


what it considers the consumer benefits 
of its proposal, even calling in 35 con- 
sumer leaders to Washington to explain 
the plan. 


The chief consumer benefit, adminis- 


tration spokesmen say, will be higher 
interest rates on savings accounts 
because of elimination of interest rate 
ceilings. 


W. Howard Beasley III, a special 


Treasury Department 
assistant, es- 


timates that the passbook rate on sav- 
ings would increase to about 6 per cent, 
from the present maximum of 5 per cent 
at banks and 5>/2 per cent at savings and 
loan associations. 


If it all works as planned, there will be 


few differences between services that 
banks, savings and loan associations and 
mutual savings banks can offer. 


For example, the plan contemplates 


that savings and loan associations will 
be able to offer checking account ser- 
vices like banks, while banks will have 
the same incentives to make home 
mortgages that the associations now 
have. 


A major question —and Congress is 


sure to examine this point closely — is 
what effect the changes would have on 
the important home mortgage market. 


The administration asserts the 


changes won't hurt the market, and may 
help, but the savings and loan industry 
contends it would "substitute a 
speculative and untried idea for a 
time-tested system of retail savings and 
home-lending outlets." 


"Savings and loan associations would. 


be largely absorbed into the commercial 
banking system, and the world's largest 
private enterprise system for financing 
home buyers would be no more," said 
the United States Savings and Loan 
League.

American Jews celebrated the holiest 


day of their religious year on Saturday 
with prayers for the success of Israeli 
forces in new fighting in the Middle 
East. Several rabbis made lastminute 
changes in their Yom Kippur sermons to 
mention the outbreak. 


"It's an ominous beginning for a new 


Jewish year," said Rabbi Albert Plotkin 
of Phoenix. "It's a tragedy. 


"I don't think the Israelis would 


provocate an attack on the holiest day of 
the year. I think Egypt started it ..." 


The rabbi said he would tell his 


congregation: "We are now faced with a 
tremendous challenge. We stood by 
Israel in 1967 and do not have any al- 
ternative but to stand by her at this hour 
... The attack of the Egyptians on the 
Suez will only rally our forces together." 


Many Jews learned of the new fighting 


as they were about to leave for temple to 
observe Yom Kippur, the Day of At- 
onement, which is marked by fasting 
and day-long religious services. Yom 
Kippur is the end of a 10-day holy period 
that begins with the Jewish new year. 


Rabbi Murray Blackman of Temple 


Sinai in New Orleans said he would 
speak on the renewed conflict in his 
morning sermon. "I think this latest 
outbreak can be partly attributed to the 
success of Arab terrorists in forcing 
their demand to be met in Europe," he 
said, referring to Austria's agreement to 
shut down a Jewish transit camp in 
Vienna in exchange for the freedom of 
four hostages seized by terrorists. 


"I believe that this has emboldened 


them (the terrorists) to provoke another 
conflict." the rabbi said, "and I think 
the reprehensible aspect of it is that this 
has broken out on the holiest dav of the 


year for the Jews all over the world." 


Arthur Hill, a member of the board of 


directors ofthe Oxford Circle Jewish 
Community Center in Philadelphia said 
he was "stunned and surprised" at the 
news of the fighting. 


"It was completely unexpected," he 


said shortly before leaving for temple. 
"I feel the forces over there (in Israel) 
are quite adequate to take care of 
themselves. ! feel there will be a strong 
wave of support from the American 
Jewish community."' 


Nate Goldstein, one of the directors of 


the Chicago Loop Synagogue, took note 
of the Yom Kippur holiday. "This is the 
holiest day of the Jewish calendar and 
the most important day in the life of a 
Jew. Personally, I can say I have the 
utmost faith in the Israeii forces. They 
are like the Minute Men of America :r. 
the Revolutionary War and are ready at 
a minute's notice."

and the Arabs, each side accused the 
other of making the first attack. 


The fighting in the Middle East broke 


out when the Jews and Arabs were ob- 
serving the holiest periods of their res- 
pective religious calendars.

bills in hopes of adjourning by Thanks- 
giving. 


Whenever Congress adjourns, the 


political dispute over its record will 
continue. The majority Democrats cite 
statistics and list major bills enacted to 
contend that it has been one of the most 
productive sessions in years- 


President Nixon, who has seen manv 


of his recommendations shelved and has 
vetoed key enactments, terms it disap- 
pointing. 


After a meeting of House and Senate 


Democratic leaders last week, the House 
majority whip. Rep. John J. McFall of 
California, told his colleagues in a cir- 
cular letter-report: "Completion of ac- 
tion on the appropriation bills is the key- 
to adjournment this fail... Adjournment 
sine die is a possibility as early as Nov. 
16-21." Previous target dates had been 
as early as Oct. 15.

Boston shaken by two senseless murders

BOSTON (AP) - For all its vaunted 


liberalism, its Cradle of Liberty name 
and McGovern vote, pans of Boston 
are very uptight places. The black and 
Spanish-speaking populations are 
small, compared to other East Coast 
cities, but Boston is physically a small 
city. 


And it is now a concerned city, 


shaken by the murders of two whites 
in the black district. Each senseless 
crime moves the concern a little closer 
to panic, the mood a little nearer to 
hysteria. 


Over the past two decades, Boston's 


blacks have pushed out of the 
dilapidated South End, down Blue Hill 
Avenue and into Dorchester and 
Roxbury, areas the city's second and 
third generation Irish, Italian and 
Polish long considered their own turf. 


Forsaken stores, boarded windows 


and dark vacant lots lay out doviTi Blue 
Hill Ave. Evelyn Wagler passed them 
as she set off Tuesday night, carrying 
two gallons of gasoline to a fiery 
death. 


Past the Arabian Modem Market 


and the Ecclesia Church, past the 
shabby remnants of once proud brick 
houses, a young white woman in & 
black neighborhood that is harassed 
by unemployment, drugs and the 
sundry maladies that plague inner- 
cities across the country. 


It was shortly after 9 Tuesday- 


evening when she reached the crest 
of a slight hill, two blocks from her 
house, four blocks from her stalled 
car. She walked on, past the Temple 
11 Fish Shop, where "Muhammed is 
lowering the price —for you," and the 
Beuhal Pilgrim Holiness Church. 


Twenty minutes later, she walked 


into the Friendly Liquor Store. 


"Please call an ambulance," she 


asked softly. Her hair -.vas on f:re, her 
clothing smoldering and her face and 
flesh charred black. 


Evelyn Wagler died four hours later 


in the emergency room of Boston City 
Hospital. Twenty-four years old, an 
independent-minded German-horn 
Swiss, she had come to Boston two 
weeks before. She came from Chicago, 
where her estranged husband and 
6-year-oid son live, to stay in one of 
Boston's most troubled neighborhoods. 


Police say Mrs. Wagler told them 


that she had been set upon by six 
young black men. pushed down an 
alley, forced to douse herself with the 
gasoline she carried and then was set 
afire by one of her attackers. 


The savage brutality of Mrs. 


Wagler's death hit hard, and on its 
heels came another slaying that 
jangled already jagged nerves.

Seriously, he praises them: "They 


cracked open the one locked vault and 
brought everything out in the open." 


In the next thought, he allows as how- 


he personally feels they may have gone 
just a bit overboard. 


For the Dr. Rock who was willing to 


risk all for the dictates of his conscience, 
has a conservative section of that cons- 
cience. 


His daughter. Mrs. Hank Levinson, 


recalls the long arguments they used to 
have on the prescribing of contracep- 
tives to single women and to newly 
married couples. Dr. Rock would not 
prescribe them. 


"It took many, many arguments 


before he changed his mind on that." 
says Mrs Levinson, "A.J." to her dad 
and the namesake of the doctor's late 
wife. Anna Jane. She died in 1961. 


Last fall. Dr. Rock and his daughter 


attended a SIECUS (Sex Information 
and Education Council of the United 
States) dinner and there were, once 
again, two points of view about a 
pamphlet showing the beginnings of 
intercourse. 


Dr. Rock maintained that much detail 


wasn't necessary. His daughter argued 
that it was 


"Oh, well," he finally gave in, "I 


guess I'm too old to make that kind of 
decision now." 


Dr. Rock spoofs his own age. 
''It's hard to get used to being 


decrepit," he says. "My hearing is 10 
decibels lower in the left ear and my eyes 
aren't as good as they used to be..." 


"And I don't cerebrate now, but oc- 
casionally..." 


•'That's his favorite phrase now," savs 


his daughter. "He doesn't realize that he 
still 'cerebrates' as he puts it, better 
than most of us. He told me the other day 
that he doesn't come up with any new- 
thoughts any more. And in the next 
conversation, he came up with 10 of 
them." 


Born in Marlboro, Mass., Rock en- 


tered the business world before going to 
college, first with the United Fruit Co. in 
Guatemala and then with a construction 
company in Rhode Island. 


"I was quickly promoted in both jobs 


and fired from each after nine months," 
he recalls. "It then occurred to me that 
I wasn't as well trained in commerce as 
I thought. I promised my father I would 
go to college." 


Graduating from Harvard Medical 


School, Rock wanted to be a neurological 
surgeon, and second to that to work with 
the reproductive system. There was a 
greater demand for residents in the 
reproductive field in the Boston area at 
the time. 


"It was my second choice anvway, and 


by then I was so old I had to get started 
doing something." 


In 1924, he started a Fertility Clinic at 


the Free Hospital for Women in 
Brooklme, Mass., served as clinical 
professor emeritus of gynecology at 
Harvard from 1947 until 1956, and served 
as director of the Rock Reproductive 
Clinic, Inc., until his retirement. 


Rock's research was concerned 


mainly with couples who couldn't have 
children. The pill was first used in this

way, and one out of five formerly 
childless women turned up pregnant in 
what was popularly known as "the Rock 
Rebound." 


When Rock's four daughters and one 


son were growing up, they often dis- 
cussed his work at the dinner table. The 
son was killed in an automobile accident 
during World War II. 


"I don't know how old I was at first, 


maybe five or six," says Mrs. Levinson, 
"just as soon as we were old enough to 
eat with the grownups." 


"Some of our dinner time discussion 


was known to curl the hair of certain 
guests/' 


The four married daughters and about 


a score of grandchildren are frequent 


visitors to Dr. Rock's home. In the 
winters, it becomes a sleep-over ski 
lodge as the older nieces and nephews 
arrived with friends and strew sleeping 
bags all over the floor. In the summers, 
the younger children swim and fish and 
hike in the surrounding woods. 


"It gets pretty lively around here." 


says Rock. "Tha't's why I have my own 
room." 


Dr. Rock has been called, among other 


things, "a moral rapist," a "Catholic in 
love with his Church," the "father of the 
pill," and some grateful coeds once 
canonized him as "the saint of 
Radcliffe." 


His colleague, Dr. Gregory Pincus, 


called him fearless. "It took real 
courage," Pincus once said. "Rock 
sacrificed a lot of his practice and the 
good opinion of many physicians." 


In 1931 Rock was the first Catholic to 


sig- a petition -.irging repeal of the 
Massachusetts lav/ against contracep- 
tives. His list of scientific firsts are 
impressive, including early work on the 
"test-tube" baby and the early cellular 
embryos he photographed. Anyone over 
40 probably looked at Rock's photograph 
in biology books, although better pic- 
tures are available today. 


Rock's study took place on women who 


were scheduled for a hysterectomy. He 
asked those in the child-bearing ages to 
discontinue use of contraceptives for a 
month prior to the operation. As a result, 
he was able to photograph embryos as 
early as the two-cell stage. 


"The church has great fun with that 


one," Rock recounts. "They called it 
planning an abortion. The more superior 
theologians said it wasn't because the 
uterus was scheduled to come out 
ar.Y-.vav."

state bureaucracy. 


As cable television legislation and 


regulations become more urgent, the 
state-local controversy once again 
spring to the foreground. In fact, with 
laws now being proposed to set up firm 
cable television restrictions, it is most 
clear that the question of state 
regulation will be the portion of the 
!aw most bitterly debated. 


The announcement of task force 


recommendations and the drafting of 
the bill immediately afterwards ignited 
the state-local fight. The task force was 
most precise in recommending that the 
state become involved in cable com- 
munication regulation. 


The Baldus-Jackamoms bill creates 


a division of cable TV within the 
Public Service Commission, the official 
state utility regulating agency, and 
gives it broad powers- 


Local municipalities now have the 


power to grant cable franchises and 
are under the jurisdiction of the 
Federal Communications Commission. 
The FCC, in a comprehensive report 
issued in March, 1972, established ca- 
ble guidelines, but the task force 
concluded that many of these ruleas 
are not being enforced. 


The bill would not remove franchise 


granting authority from the local 
municipalities but would establish 
state-wide guidelines that must be 
met. 


Among the powers granted to the 


cable division under the bill are: 


— Regulation and supervision of the 


operation of the cable systems. 


— Develop and maintain a state-wide 


plan. 


— Work with FCC and municipalities 


and help coordinate activities and 
supply technical information. 


— Review and act upon applications. 
— Represent state before FCC. 
The responsibilities of the local 


franchising authority, which maybe a 
city, town, village or intercommunitv 
area, are subject to state and federal 
lawas but will include: 


— Adopt ordinances 
and 
award 


franchises. 


— Impose a fee or charge upon any 


cable operator. 


— Construct, purchase or operate a 


cable system. 


—Grant a franchise for 10 to 15 years 


or grant a renewal for five to 10 years.

Waukesha. will lead the Assembly 
floor fight for state regulation of the 
cable television system. He also is well 
briefed on the state-local controversy. 


"One major reason for having some 


state control is that cable television 
will get to the rural areas faster," 
Jackamonis said. "The rural areas 
may not have the buying power to get 
their own franchises, and, if the power 
is left completely to local authorities, 
they'd never get it because it would 
cost too much to extend the cables. 


Jackamonis also said that combining 


areas under one franchise would ena- 
ble districts to avoid the "constant 
digging up of the ground to put in 
more cables." 


He further said that state regulation 


would make it possible for intercon- 
nection between franchises and allow 
statewide issues to be aired throughout 
the state. 


"This way. the state Legislature 


could be telecast around the state," 
Jackamonis said. "It is also more 
economical to the peopieof the state if 
one agency looks at the planning and 
eliminates deficiencies. Plus, state 
control would reduce speculation. It 
would give investors a fair return on 
their money, but we want to avoid the

$7 million means LU survival

Lawrence University is spending 57 


million to remodel existing buildings 
and finance additions to them. But the 
goal of the university is not to build a 
bigger campus so that it can educate 
larger numbers of students each year. 


Lawrence University merely wants to 


survive. 


According to David Meader, the 


university's new vice president for 
development and external affairs, the 
stmggle during the next decade or so 
will be to attract enough of the 
dwindling iS-year-old population to the 
Appleton campus. 


Meader cited national birth-rate sta- 


tistics that show a sharp decline in 
births since about 1960. 


Lawrence 
has 
no 
intention of 


shrinking into obscurity due to declin- 
ing enrollments, Meader said, adding 
that the university will join other 
higher education institutions, public 
and private, in "what amounts to a dog 
fight for survival." 


Lawrence has maintained an enroll- 


ment of about 1.400 for more than a 
decade. A 1.200 to 1.500 enrollment will 
be sought for the foreseeable future so 
the university can maintain its current 
program level. 


The private college has an 11-1 


student-teacher ratio, considerably 
lower than many public universities, 
but it purposely has sought to provide 
this ratio to allow a closer student 
teacher relationship. 


The disadvantage of the lower ratio 
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is a concomitant higher per student 
operating cost and, therefore, higher 
tuition cost. It costs a student 53,840 
per year — plus books, transportation 
and incidental costs — to attend 
Lawrence University. The cost is up 
from 53,720 last school year, but the 
figure is still well below the actual cost 
of operation. 


To compensate for this financial 


burden on students, the university has 
undertaken a campaign to find more 
endowment and student aid funds. The 
announced campaign involves seeking 
a total of SIO million, including S3 for 
endowment. 


The campaign, contacting potential 


or existing donors to the university and 
convincing them to contribute to the 
project, was started last November, 
and as of Aug. 31, 1973, had produced 
S4.2 million. Another SI million dona- 
tion is expected within a month, 
Meader said.

Family of six hopes to leave for better home

NEENAH —A family of six with no 


place to go waited for new housing last 
week in a rat-infested, dmgv three-room 
shack without running water while traf- 
fic rushed by on U.S. 41. barely noticing. 


From time to time, a woman went 
across the busy highway to get drmking 
water because the well on the property is 
contaminated. 


Three privies, still in use, were full, 


and feces spilled out on the ground. Gar- 
bage and litter accumulated near the five 
shabby houses in the Town of Vin'.and. A 
german shepherd, scrawny and tired- 
looking, limped amid the debris sniffing. 


It was life as usual around the forgot- 


ten rural quarters where, over the past 25 
years, many families have come and 
gone. Three of the houses were vacant 
last week. 


Soon, the state highway department 


will close the deal on the land where two 
of the five buildings stand. A frontage 
road eventually will cut through the 
property. 


The tate of the other three houses 


remains in doubt, however. Their future 
hinges partly on the outcome of a 
Winnebago County pollution abatement 
order, which directed the landlord to in- 
stall septic tanks and soil absorption 


systems for each of the five dwelhnas 
and the state Health Department, which 
said grounds exist for declaring the area 
a health nusiance. 


In the background is the property 


owner, Eari Hughes, a retired cattle 
dealer, who said last week that he sees no 
reason to cornpiy \\ nh the orders. 


It would be senseless to instai! septic 


systems for homes that no longer win be 
occupied, he said. And after the highway 
department takes over ownership of the 
two houses, he won't rent out the other 
three as dwellings, he said. 


Town and county health authorities 


said the conditions were not new to them. 
Town Health Officer George Dobberke 
and County Health Nurse Dorothy 
Mitchell said the location had even 
achieved some degree of notoriety, 
referring to it as "Hughesville." Despite 
the knowledge, conditions have wor- 
sened. 


Hughes said he stopped cutting the 


grass and doing general cleanup work 
last spring when it appeared to him that 
the highway department would close the 
property purchase. He pointed to new

Bob Swanson and Gene Kastner are old 


. friends. They've only known one another 
for a little more than a year and a half, 
but they've heaped a whole lot of com- 
panionship into those 18 or so months.

since Big Brothers of the Fox Valley 
Region. Inc., expanded here from its 
Winnebago County base. 


The togetherness they share has grown 


from the structural" friendship Big 
Brothers initially fosters in these 
matches into a natural relationship 
between two persons who have common 
interests and a concern for one another. 


"He's like pan of the family," said 


Swanson. 28. of his Little Brother. 


Svianson admuted he felt "lied do\\n" 


curing the first months of their rela- 
tionship. A Big Broiher must spend a 
minimum of three 10 five hours each 
week with hss Little Brother. Adjusting 
to sharing your life with someone new 
and coping with the responsibilities that 
go with that "change of pace" can be 
difficult ai times. 


The feeling wasn't 
JUSE one-sided, 


though. Gene, who :s 15. was shy and 
lonely. He had to come out of his shell 
before their friendship could mature. 


But a year and a half later, they have 
developed a mutual respect and "spend 
about 12 hours a week together. They 
relax on hunting and fishing trips, on 
campouts and while horseback riding. 
They work together, performing odd jobs 
and chores around the Swanson house at 
431A S. Oneida Road, Town of Menasha. 
They tease one another and get in their 
share of roughhousmg. too. 


But there's somethmg more. Gene can 


look to Swanson for the advice, en- 
couragement and strength that a young 
boy needs —that only a man can provide. 
"I missed having a man around. I needed 
someone to get advice from, and love — 
the kind a faFher gives." the Xavier High 
School freshman said. 


And Swanson. who enjoys "being with 


someone 1 can help, if 1 can," has the 
opportunity to do that. "1 want to set an 
example. . .to be myself and give Gene 
something to follow,1' he said. "It's more 
than simply issuing directives." 


Gene's father died 12 years ago. He has 
spent the major part of his young life 
without male companionship — in a 
family setting with his mother and three 
older sisters. His aunt recommended the 
Big Brothers organization to his mother 
for the adult male contact it could 
provide. Interviews with the agency's 
social worker and volunteer professional 
people, Gene's desire to become a Little 
Brother and his mother's approval led to 
his being placed on the waiting list for a 
possible match. 


About the same time. Swanson, who 


works in a local sporting goods distribu- 
torship, applied to the agency to become 
a Big Brother. Swanson. who is "really 
close" to his own younger brother and 
was willing to help a young boy grow, was 
interviewed, tested and screened for 
consideration. He also had to make sure 
his wife approved of his devoting to the 
program a portion of the time they or- 
dinarily called their own. 


She did and found herself three months

Gene, who wants to be an artist, lives at 


216 \V. Foster St. with his mother, Mrs. 
Loraine Kastner, his sisters and a 
menagerie of pets. He is one of 1,400 boys 
in Outagamie and Winnebago counties 
who are fatherless — either through 
death, desertion, divorce, disability or 
disinterest. It is the goal of the asencv to 
provide all of them with a Big Brother. 


Since its inception as a pilot program 


in Winnebago County in 1967 —with five 
matches — the agency has grown to 150 
current, active matches. There have 
been more than 300 matches in the iast 
six years. Some have been terminated by 
movement from the area by the Big or' 
Little Brothers, remarriage of the 
mothers of the Little Brothers or 
"graduation" from the program when 
the young boys reach their 18th birthday 
or graduate from high school. The 
agency serves and works with bovs on a 
formal basis until that "cutoff" date, but 
the friendships often are lasting, said 


Big Broiher executive director F.E. 
Faulkner. Little Brothers often end up 
becoming Big Brothers themselves, he 
said. 


Earlier this year, the Outagamie 


County Board approved a resolution bv 
the finance and social services commit- 
tees to authorize purchase of service 
funds for a program here to aid the 700 
fatherless boys living in this area. 


But with the funding came the respon- 


sibility of boosting the program to 200 
matches by Dec. 1, with 50 of them in 
Outagamie. 
The Swanson-Kastner 


match is one of 15 in force now. Sixiv-five 
Outagamie boys between the ages of 
seven and 17 already await matches. The 
number of Big Brother applicants is 
considerably lower. 


Swanson at first was put off from 


applying to become a Big Brother bv the 
thought that all the Little Brothers'had 
been in trouble. Through personal 
experience, he has learned that this is not 
always the case. However, statistics 


has had a man to look up to. He also 
stands a greater chance of dropping out 
of school or of ending up in a mental ins- 
titution, according to a Big Brothers 
newsletter. 


Faulkner said the agency looks for 


men who are successful at and satisfied 
with their work to become candidates for 
Big Brothers. The program is designed 
to prevent a boy from taking the wrong 
step. A man who is successful and 
adheres to the "work ethic" probably 
will point the youngster in the right 
direction through example and word. 


Three hundred professional people 


provide service and support on a volun- 
teer basis for the agency, which is based 
at 1919 N. Lake St., Neenah. 


They are there to help the prime 


movers of the matches —the Big and Lit- 
tle Brothers themselves — when dif- 
ficulty arises or suggestions are needed. 
They also do follow-up work on the 
matches. 


Bob Swanson's and Gene Kastner's

Those are the major reasons voters 


are being asked if they favor sale of 
their electric utility —whether or not 
there is merger — or if they would 
rather see merger of only some depart- 
ments, such as police and fire, health or 
public works, rather than all of them. 


All the charges and countercharges 


have failed to arouse much public 
debate. Pressure groups and govern- 
ment leaders have talked, but the mill 
workers, merchants and mothers have 
stayed surprisingly quiet.

major improvements to fire department 
-service here, lopped 152 deficiency 
points from the city's protection rating, 
but made no change in the fourth-class 
designation, according to the latest In- 
surance Service Office (ISO) survey. 


Fourth class means good fire protec- 


tion, City Mgr. Gordon Jaeger declared. 
:"This is the first time I've lived i- a 


r community with such a high fire pro- 
tection rating." 


ISO, new name for the fire insurance 


-industry's protection-rating and educa- 
tion agency, reported last week on a 
"1972 city survey. Findings were com- 
pared with its 1960 report when Oshkosh 
dropped from third class to fourth. 


A new central fire station and com- 


munications system, IS additional men 
and an improved water supply ap- 
parently kept up with the additional 
load of the city's 10-year growth and 


improved fire protection throughout the 
city by the 152 points. 


ISO's ratings begin with a maximum 


5,000 deficiency points. 


Oshkosh 
service 
rated 1,843 


deficiency points in the most recent 
survey, compared with 1,995 ten years 
ago. ISO credited major improvements 
to the water supply and distribution 
system, but with 8,111 more people to 
serve and a 2.7-square-mile addition in 
area in the past 10 years, the net effect 
was to add 80 deficiency points. 
Between surveys, the city added 54.3 
miles of pipe to the distribution system, 
a 43 per cent increase. Hydrants 
increased 29 per cent and the average 
water consumption jumped 50 per cent, 
ISO reported.

Industrial and institutional districts 


were pinpointed as most in need of 
improved water supplies. Hydrants 
every 300 feet in industrial and business 
sections and every 500 feet in industrial 
areas were proposed.

Israelis to muster reservists and to 
rush reinforcements to the Egyptian 
and Syrian borders because most 
Israelis are normally at home for the 
Jews' holiest day and virtually all 
roads are empty of civilian traffic. 


Early reports reaching the Pentagon 


from the Middle East indicated the 
Egyptians and Syrians started the 
fighting, defense sources said. They 
described it as a "major effort." 


The Israelis apparently informed 


U.S. 
officials in recent days of what 


they said were large movements of 
military units in both Egypt and Syria. 


Defense officials confirmed "they 


were aware of such movements. 


The Israelis always have been 


heavily outnumbered, but they have 
a 3-0 score over the Arabs m past 
major wars. 


American military men credit 


Israeli victories in ^948, 1956 and the 
six-day 
war of 1967 to superior 


leadership, more aggressive tactics 
and a capability in the use of 
sophisticated war gear. 


The raw numbers show the Israelis 


to be at a serious disadvantage in 
stacking their army and air force 
against the combined strength of the 
Egyptians and Syrians. And this 
doesn't even count the military forces 
in other Arab countries which have not 
joined the fight so far. 


According to Western estimates, the 


Egyptians and Syrians together can 
field a total of about 750,000 ground 
soldiers and more than 3,000 tanks 
against Israel's maximum of about 
300,000 soldiers and 1,800 tanks. 


In the air, the Egyptians and Syrians 


have more than 800 fighting aircraft 
compared with Israel's roughiy 300. 


Air power has spelled perhaps the 


most telling difference between the 
Arabs and Israelis in recent vears 
partcularly the 1967 war in vvhic"h the 
Israeli air force mounted a surprise 
strike at the outset and demolished 
t-gypt's Russiansupplied airplanes on 
the ground. 


Last month, the Israeli air force, 


which is built around U.S. and 
French-built fighters, destroyed 13 
Syrian Soviet-built MIG jets in a battle 
and lost only one of their own, ac- 
cording to U.S. intelligence sources.

It is not only the accident of place 


that sets the United States apart from 
other nations that aspire to emulate its 
freedom and abundance. Their timing 
.is off. too. The United States made its 
-great transformation from agriculture 
to industry during a unique era in the 
history of the world. The I9th Century- 
was probably freer from the disrup- 
tions and burdensome costs of large- 
scale wars than any period of modern 
European history. During those years. 
therefore, capital and people (iabor) 
f-om Europe's developing economy 
*:owed with little impediment :o 
America. 


America thus enjoyed ready access 


to the two factors of production it 


lacked while profiting from an ex- 
panding market for its farm products. 
Today, in an age of wars, quotas and 
currency restrictions, neither capita! 
nor goods nor people move as freely as 
in the last century, and military needs 
may eat into a developing nation's 
substance. 


The American experience 
differs 


from that of other countries in yet an- 
other respect. It has always lacked a 
significant socialist movement. Most 
industrial societies, even Japan in 
Asia, have socialist movements of sig- 
nificance, which usually manifest 
themselves in large political parties. In 
virtually al! the industrial countries of 
Europe, for example, the Socialist or 
Communist party is either the first or 
second largest. 


Indeed, the anomaly of the prime in- 


dustrial and bourgeois society of the 
world without a socialist movement 
has been a fact calling for explanation 
by socialist writers. 


The most recent example is Michael 


Harrington in his new book "Social- 
ism." 


Does all this, then, add up to saying 


that the American model is irrelevant 
to the modern world, that the United 
States is exceptional and therefore at 
best misleading for our own thinking 
about the world and for others think- 
ing about themselves? 


I do not think so. The American ex- 


perience is special, yes. But if that fact 
prevents its being a model to emulate, 
that does not eliminate the relevance 
of American history to the world. The 
United States may no longer be the 
supporter of nationalist revolutions 
that it was in Latin America. Greece 
and Hungary in the early 19th Cen- 
tury, but its society is still a prime 
source of social innovation around the 
world. It is still the first New Nation. 


The youth culture, like the drug cul- 


ture, began in the United States and 
has spread to the principal industrial 
countries of the world. The hippie is 
now a world phenomenon, not only as 
a traveling American, but as a young 
native of Brazil, Holland or France as 
well. And the less alienated young of 
Europe, Japan and Latin America also 
look to Americans for fads and ideas, 
as the spread of biue jeans, rock music 
and university rebellions demon 
strates. 


One of the reasons for the youth cul- 


ture, of course, is the expansion of 
higher education—an expansion that 
derives from the American past. The 
idea that the masses should be edu- 
cated at public expense was first put 
into practice in America in the years 
before the Civil War During the early 
20th Century tne idea was extended 
first to the high school and then to the 
college and university. 


On that latest ie%el it is an idea still 


new in Europe, but the overcrowding 
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of German and French universities 
and the expansion of British provincial 
universities make clear that the Amer- 
ican view is at work. 


The industrialized nations are in- 


fluenced by American ideas and prac- 
tices in their economic development, 
too. The methods and technology of 
modern American industry, particu- 
larly the computer, have transformed 
the European and Japanese econo- 
mies. Indeed, J J. Servan-Schreiber's 
best seller of a couple of years ago, 
'"The American Challenge," is a com- 
pendium of the ways in which Europe 
has been threatened when it has not 
been transformed by American busi- 
ness methods and style- 


Furthermore, it is worth remember- 


ing that although the growth economy 
of America was an early and egregious 
polluter of the environment, the move- 
ment to improve the environment has 
gone farther and influenced political 
parties more in this country than in 
any other major industrial nation.

ment of the United States affect the 
modern world are even more impor- 
tant for what they represent than for 
what they are in themselves. For be- 
hind them stand certain American val- 
ues that have moved out to influence 
the world. And the greatest of these is 
equality. 


This concept runs through the his- 


tory of the United States like a golden 
thread. It is perfectly true that Ameri- 
cans have not consistently practiced 
equality, either individually or as a na- 
tion, and they probably never will. But 
the historical movement of the nation 
has clearly been to maximize equality. 


Moreover, the fact that Blacks, for 


example, who have never constituted 
more than 12 per cent of the popu- 
lation, can obtain civil rights laws and 
bring about changes in social practices 
by appealing to the principle reveals 
that the principle is working, even if 
not consistently. 


Equality is now a dominant idea in 


the world. For the modern world has 
repudiated national forms of subordi- 
nation like colonialism as well as indi- 
vidual forms like anti-Semitism, rac- 
ism and sexism; the exemplification of 
the principle in America has been an 
important part of that rise to domi- 
nance. 


As an idea equality is not simple. It 


includes more, for example, than 
equality before the law, which the 
French Revolution proclaimed, just as 
it goes beyond equality of opportunity, 
of which Lincoln spoke when he asked 
that the burden of slavery be lifted 
from Blacks. 


It includes the idea that each person 


is equal in the sight of God. At its best 
this third aspect of equality asserts 
that all men are equally precious; at its 
worst, as the Frenchman Tocqueville 
observed 140 years ago, it declares 
that no man's opinion is any better 
than his neighbor's, and hence the 
principle becomes a basis for social 
conformity. For by what right dare I 
stand out against my neighbor's 
views? Socially, this third form of 
equality denies not only class distinc- 
tions but authority as well. Who has 
the right to rule when al! men are 
equal? The erosion of traditional au- 
thority in the world today began with 
the idea of equality of worth, which 
European visitors encountered in the 
early years of the American republic. 


The spread of equality to Europe 


and to Japan is as much a part of 
"Americanization" as the automobile 
and Coca-Cola. 


Other nations may be unable to fol- 


low the political or economic path of 
the United States, but they are cer- 
tainly being shaken by the idea that 
"all men are created equal." And to 
that extent the history and meaning of 
equality in America are an integral 
part of the history of the modern 
world.

Wisconsin ruffed grouse hunters can 


expect to find fewer birds this year, 
according to Bob Ellarson, University 
of 
Wisconsin-Extension 
wildlife 


ecologist. 


Ruffed grouse populations undergo 


ten-year cycles of abundance. 


The grouse population peaked last 


fall, so this will be the first of several 
years of declining populations, and 
consequently, birds will be scarcer and 
harder to find. 


Hunters last year took advantage of 


the high number of birds in the state, 
bagging more than one million of them, 
according to the State Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR estimates. 
This year's harvest is not expected to 
reach that figure. 


However, unlike many 
southern 


states, Wisconsin has a good number of 
other upland game birds, Ellarson says. 
This season hunters can also take 
woodcock, 
sharp-tailed 
grouse, 


pheasant, Hungarian partridge, and 
bob-white quail. 
This is the first time in 10 years that 


bob-white quail have been tagged fair 
game by the DNR. It will be a limited 
season, however. Hunters can shoot 
quail from Oct. 27 to Nov. 7 in just six 
southern counties. 


Opening dates for the other state 


game birds have few changes from last 
year, and should be familiar to Wiscon- 
sin hunters. 


Woodcock season, which opened Sept. 


15, runs through Nov. 18. Ruffed grouse 
season opened Sept. 29 and extends 
through Dec. 31. The season on sharp- 
tails also opened Sept. 29 in the 
northern half of the state. It runs 
through Oct. 21. Pheasants and Hun- 
garian partridge can be bagged starting 
Oct. 27 and continuing through Dec. 9. 


Hunters should know the birds they 


hunt, as well as bag limits and res- 
tricted areas before they venture into 
the field, Ellarson says." DNR regula- 
tions covering all small game hunting 
in the state are free wherever hunting 
licenses are sold.

The 
season will open at noon on Saturday, 
Oct. 27, and close Nov. 9. with a daily 
bag limit of 2 birds and a possession 
limit of 4.

An interesting roof arrangement not 


only gives this house a contemporary 
appearance, but allows for a cathedral 
<-eiling and large glass areas in both the 
living room and the family room.

The cold winter winds will bother vou 
less' this year if your home" is 
insulated. A well insulated home is 
equipped with storm windows and 
doors, weather stripping, and properiy 
installed insulating material in ceilings 
and walls. 


To insulate your house, start with the 


easiest tasks first. Install storm win- 
dows, doors and weather stripping. 
Then move to the attic and put insula- 
tion between the joists. Finally, insulate 
the walls by blowing material such as 
fiberglass through holes drilled in out- 
side walls. However, a vapor barrier 
isn't formed with this method. 


A vapor barrier prevents warm, wet 


air from moving out of a heated room 
into the insulation where condensation 
can occur due to the drop in tempera- 
ture. The vapor barrier commonly used 
today is polyethylene. Aluminum"foil is 
better, but it is not always available 
and is easily damaged during installa- 
tion. 


If the moisture barrier isn't working, 


because it was damaged or installed 
improperly, the material gets wet and 
its insulating value is lost. 


You can make the vapor barrier more 


effective by controlling the heat and 
humidity in your house. 


Keep room temperature around 70 


degrees and try to maintain the 
humidity below 35 to 30 per cent. Then 


when the temperature is below zero 
outside, keep the humidity inside below 
30 per cent. Otherwise, moisture con- 
denses on window panes, wails and 
inside the walls. This can lead to ruined 
woodwork and structural rotting that 
may not be detected until the damage Is 
done. 


In a house under construction, proper 


installation is the key to good Insula- 
tion. Contractors often assign the job to 
inexperienced workers who don't un- 
derstand how important it is to fill all 
spaces with insulation and to protect the 
insulation with a vapor barrier.

"Hollywood is still male oriented, 


which may account for the fact that there 
are so many problems at the box office." 
said the auburn-haired Miss Clark in an 
interview. 


"But people today go to the movies for 


the picture. Independent producers 
know this and can make a movie about 
a scarecrow work. But Hollywood has 
ignored it," she said 


Miss Clark, 29, says she has p!a\ed 


with ten of the great super-stars But, 
she adds, she has never been in a film 
that was a runaway box-office smash 
success. 


In six years she has made movies w ith 


Jim Garner, Burt Reynolds. Robert 
Redford, Henry Fonda, Cunt Eastwood 
and Burt Lancaster, with whom she 
stars m her newest movie. "The Mid- 
night Man " Her first film co-starred 
Gene Hackman She was in "Show- 
down" with Rock Hudson and Dean 
Martin 


"That movie is a perfect example of 


what I mean," she said. "The pubhciiy 
and advertising department is buiidmg 
up two photographs, one of Dean and one 
of Rock. They are selling those two 
nan.es, not the idea that three 
characters are involved in a movie " 


It is frustrating for actresses, but the 


male-onented bit isn't new, she added 
It has been going on since World War II

L'nlike :he Equal Rights Amendment

In general, it would make it illegal to 
specify one sex in advertising vacan- 
cies, in hiring, m promotions, and in 
giving access to training to qualify for 
advancement.

gesting that the needs of men and

women m all circumstances are iden- 
tical, or indeed that the majority of 
women wish to see their roles as wives, 
mothers and guardians of family life 
radically and basically altered. The 
importance of these "roles is fun- 
damental to the order and stability of 
our national life and their inherent 
value is too little recognized or ack- 
nowledged in the public debate on sex 
equality." However, it is stated 
specifically that the proposals are 
meant "to encourage the changes in 
attitude which are required if women 
are to obtain opportunities equal with 
men." 


One anti-ERA argument heard over 


and over: "Do you want your daughter 
drafted?" is put down before it has a 
chance to arise. Certain specific 
categories of employment are exempt- 
ed, among them the armed forces, the 
police, prison officials, the clergy, and 
persons

in 
private 


households. 


There is also a general exemption 


where sex can be shown to be a 
genuine occupation qualification. Some 
examples of these jobs are acting, 
foster-mothering, social work by a 
team including persons of both sexes, 
and jobs which necessitate communal 
living arrangements.

uni-sex lavatories. Indeed, lavatory 
attendants would be exempted under a 
provision "where it would be offensive 


to public taste or decency." 


Despite the fact that the proposed 


law will represent a deliberate attempt 
to change attitudes, single-sex schools, 
which are very common in Britain, 
will not be made illegal. The Green 
Paper does question whether boys and 
girls are being offered the same range 
of subjects in school and whether girls 
are being sufficiently encouraged to

The Paper suggests that the school 


counsellors have a role to plav in 
directing pupils toward employment 
that in the past has been thought to be 
the exclusive province of only one sex. 
The distinct impression is given that,

All of the major London newspapers 


gave considerable coverage to the 
publication of Equal Opportunities — 
which is not surprising in the light of 
the three-minister press conference. 
Editorial comment was more varied 
although all the papers at least tipped 
their hats to the basic principle that 
women should receive equal treatment. 


The Observer felt that the proposals 


did not go far enough and that the 
machinery for handling abuses was 
inadequate. The Guardian found them 
"sensible." The Times entitled its 
editorial "Doubtful means to a good 
end," and the Telegraph objected to 
"further government intrusion into 


private freedom."

Considering the fact that the purpose 


of a Green Paper is to stimulate public 
discussion, there has been a curious 
absence of comment on Equal Oppor- 
tunities in letter-to-the-editor colunjns. 
The period specified by the govern- 
ment for public reaction runs through 
the end of November, so it is at l^ast 
possible that the newspapers are joot 
ready yet to give space to citieen 
opinions on the subject. It is also pos- 
sible that no letters have b£en 
received, that the public is «iot 
interested. In any case, it is certainly 
a marked contrast to the wide rang£ of 
opinions that appeared in the letters 
columns of Wisconsin newspapers last 
spring.

American dream any more. The rising 
cost of living, the imposition of restric- 
tions to protect the ecology, threatening 
power shortages, and the deterioration 
of family life have turned the dream into 
a living nightmare of survival for many 
people.

such as getting to California. "My wife 
helped out the first nine years by doing 
housework." Within two years the debt 
had been paid and they had saved 
enough for the down payment and 
"moved into our own little older home." 


From then on the letter is a revelation 


of what can be accomplished by thrift. 
In 1958 they bought a piece of land in the 
Santa Ana mountains south of Riverside

to use as a weekend retreat and even- 
tually for retirement. 


"Since we had no money for building 


materials we bought an old stable we 
had seen advertised in a newspaper," he 
wrote. Weekends were spent dis- 
mantling it and salvaging lumber. Ex- 
penses were covered by selling the 
corrugated roofing. 


Later they bought and dismantled 


another stable and were given cons- 
truction plywood from a nearby building 
site. 


"Guess who cleared the dusty and 


dirty old boards?" he asked, and then 
answered the question by writing, "our 
16-year-old youngest daughter and my 
wife." 


"Pulling oat old nails by the

Q: Is there any solution to cleaning a

Q: My cottage is covered with red- 


wood shingles, which were stained 
white. Then a paint was put on, with no 
undercoat.

A: Apply a strong mixture of weed

An application 
of bleach is often helpful to "prevent 
future growth. 1 can't guarantee 100 per 
cent effectiveness, so try it if you're 
inclined. Trying to eliminate the source 
of the moss growth will be better. Shade 
trees so close they cut off sunlight, 
resulting in constant dampness growth 
will be better.

Fascinating fabrics 
Controversy over 
pre-shrinkage 


BY FRANCES DIETRICH 


A reader has asked- "Will you please 


write a column on specific fabrics that 
need to be pre-shrunk and how to do it. I 
hate to put pretty new material in the 
washer but sales clerks all seem to 
advise it." 


Unless the fabric you buy is marked 


"pre-shrunk" and residua! shrinkage 
identified as not more than two per cent, 
the fabric should be pre-shrunk at home 
before cutting if it is washable or should 
be taken to a professional drycleaner for 
shrinkage This applies to woven and 
knit fabric regardless of whether the 
fiber is natural or man-made. 


Quality clothing manufacturers have 


been pre-shrinking fabric before cutting 
for many years. They send their fabrics 
to a sponging company which steams or 
submerges it in order to effect relaxa- 
tion (shrinkage) and at the same time 
straighten the grain 


As I visited with the owner of a 


sponging works, whose antecedents es- 
tablished the company 70 years ago, he 
seemed to make fabrics li%-e as he talked 
about textile memory. When woven on a 
loom, fabric is taut. When removed 
from the loom, it relaxes. But it 
immediately goes through a series of 
processes called finishing This includes 
d\emg, washing, providing a per- 
manent press characteristic and a 
variety of other treatment which I have 
seen in fabric mills in the south. Truth- 
fully, at one point, it looks more like a 
rag rope than anything else. To get it 
back in shape and knock out the 
wrinkles, it is put on a tenter frame and 
.sSubjected to extreme pressure 
* When relaxed, the fabric still has a 
-memory and wants to return to its 
"original dimensions. It shrinks, after 
"being washed at home or sent out to the 
drycleaner. The excess finish has been 
^removed and it relaxes, stabilizing to us 


after-the-Ioom length. 


Stability is a particular problem with 


knits, which shrink more than woven 
fabric. Knits are made of interconnect- 
ing loops, which stretch as much as 10 to 
35 per cent during knitting. The loops 
have a memory too and after washing or 
drycleaning often reorient themselves to 
their original dimension becoming 
shorter and wider 


A popular conception among con- 


sumers is that man-made fibers, 
especially polyester, have some magic 
quality and won't shrink. This is not the 
case. Fabrics of polyester, acrylic, 
nylon etc., are heat sensitive and are set 
at the mill at a certain temperature. If 
the temperature is not high enough, the 
fabric will shrink, whether in yard 
goods 
or 
finished 
garments 


Drycleaners have reported shrinkage of 
men's polyester suits, where excessive 
fullness of lining and wavy zipper tape 
was a sure sign. Occasionally, they can 
steam the garment and stretch it back to 
shape. This is only a temporary 
measure. After hanging for several 
hours, the fabric will revert to its 
dimensions 


The simplest method for home 


shrinkage of washable yard goods is the 
one recommended by the Singer Co. for 
polyester doubleknits. Launder on the 
gentle wash cycle with mild detergent 
and warm (not hot) water. Dry on the 
warm setting and remove from the 
dryer while still slightly damp This not 
only takes care of any possible 
shrinkage and helps to straighten the 
fabric if necessary, but removes the 
excess finishing solution which tends to 
coat the sewing machine needle and 
cause skipped stitches. Gentle launder- 
ing softens the fabric a bit making it 
more pleasant to the touch; does not 
affect luster or color (Copyright 1973)

They were 
ordered to begin patrolling just outside 
the 50-mile 
limit 
unilaterally 


proclaimed by Iceland 13 months ago 


Prime Minister Edward Heath of 


Britain warned tharthe warships would 
move back inside the disputed zone if 
Icelandic gunboats renewed their 
harassment of British trawlers. The 
trawlers are defying Iceland's orders to 
stay clear of the fishing grounds. 


Iceland said its four grey gunboats 


would go on hunting what it calls pirate 
trawlers fishing in the 50-mile zone. 


Britain, like most nations, only 


recognizes a 12-mile territorial limit. 
Iceland maintains it must have 
exclusive fishing rights in all waters 
within 50 miles of its border to maintain 
its vital fishing industry.

Forte Wild Rice Cooperative of Nett 
Lake and Anishinahbeg Man-O-Min Co- 
op of Kenora, Ont., said Quiet Water 
Wild Rice will be harvested and 
processed by the Indians. Genera! Mills 
salesmen will act as brokers for the 
product. 


Luger said about 500,000 pounds of 


wild rice from the Minnesota and On- 
tario cooperatives may be marketed this 
year. 


In the past, Luger said Indians usually 


were paid about 50 cents a pound for 
finished rice by middlemen, who 
completed the processing, packaged the 
wild rice and sold it to consumers. 


"Indians will benefit another 70 per 


cent over what they have made in the 
past," Luger estimated. He said the 
agreement is a non profit venture for 
General Mills, based in Minneapolis. 


Luger said General Mills helped 


create the trademark, design and print 
packages and develop wild rice recipes 
included in the packages.

Bluejays upset

years ago, 


Menasha High School upset Neenah, 
16-14, on the Rockets' field by the margin 
of a late field goal. 


History, of sorts, repeated itself Satur-

They made up 
their minds that they wanted to win, and 
that's exactly what they did," Neenah 
coach Gary Parker said."

cerned. The Jays, who like to pass, only 
threw the ball seven times, while the 
Rockets, who prefer to run, were forced 
to go upstairs because they were plaving 
come-from-behind ball sn the second 
half.

W ATKINS GLEN, N.Y. (AP) —Jackie 


Stewart, who may be driving his last 
race, and tall, strong Ronnie Peterson 
rate the top favorites' roles in Sunday's 
U.S.

alone-outlaw (or minimize) the field 
goal. The new circuit would also be 
well advised to make some other 
drastic changes to make pro football as 
wide open as it once was. These would 
include the banning of zone pass 
coverage (as the NBA does to zone 
defenses), the use of the 2-point con- 
version option and the use of sudden 
death to break ties. I'm not really 
serious about the outlawing of field 
goals, but there's little question that 
this weapon has been playing a much 
greater role that was originally en-

visioned for it. It almost seems as 
though the game plans of some 
coaches are built around the field goal. 
Certainly, there is so much concern 
about moving the ball into good and 
safe field goal range that exciting 
(risky) plays aren't even attempted. 
And, where is the drama of a rourth- 
and-goal shot into the line from the 
1-yard line. Nowadays almost everyone 
goes for the safe three points. (Paul 
Brown tried for a TD two years ago in 
the Packer game and heard a lot of 
static when the play failed). In just 
three weeks, 189 NFL field goals have 
been attempted, and 12» have been 
good. In two major TV games last 
week-the Packers vs. the Vikings and 
the Chiefs vs. the Raiders-there wasn't 
a touchdown scored until the final 
seconds of the second game on a Chiefs 
interception. 


Perhaps the defensive quality around 


the NFL has improved so much that 
the delicate offensive-defensive balance 
needed for top-drawer football has 
been upset. That, too, might be worth 
exploring. But first, the field goal 
syndrome must be suspected of rob- 
bing the game of some of its thrills. 
The NFL has a number of alternatives 
(if it chooses to exercise them) of 
bringing the field goal back into 
proper perspective. (1) The goal post 
could be returned to the end line, as in 
college, thereby adding 10 yards per 
kick. (2) The hash marks could be 
returned to where they were, thereby 
restoring the angle to kicking. (3) 
Missed field goals could be returned to 
the line of scrimmage-rather than the 
20, as is now the case-forcing 
teamstwice to think before attempting 
kicks when the ball is scrimmaged 
from the 40 or beyond. (4)Award only 
one point for short field goals and two 
points for medium, saving the 3-point 
value for long efforts. Any one of these 
plans, 
or a combination, would 


improve the situation.

letage of a $2.000 gown, comes into 
focus. Because behind Carol's clown- 
ing, behind Joan's rat-a-tat delivery, 
behind Phyllis's bizarre sequins-and- 
feathers costumes, there's something 
all three women are keenly aware of. 
Their looks and femininity.

When I meet Carol, she is sitting 


primly on a Louis XV chair, looking 
for all the world like the president of 
the Junior League in her expensively 
tailored cream-colored dress. The 
face is discreetly and expertly made 
up, the green eyes are large and 
languid. Not a red hair out of place. 
"Little girls used to be told to be 
quiet, to sit with their legs crossed 
and their hands in their laps and not 
say a word," she says.

"When peo- 
ple say my daughter looks like me, I 
tell them, 'Don't worry. We'll fix it.' " 


Offstage, she still talks with 


machine-gun rapidity. "*I don't care 
what they tell you," she says. "There's 
no comedian, man or woman, who 
didn't stan out feeling homely or un- 
kned. I was a very fat kid, and that's 
why I started telling jokes. I still tell 
people. 'I was my own buddy at 
camp."" 


To Joan, humor is a defense mech- 


anism, one that you're not born with 
but have to develop. "Look at any 
funny woman. Look at Carol Bur- 
nett.

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County reorganization possibilities 


The six per cent local government expenditures increase 


limitation for 1974 legislated in the state budget has 
provided county officials with a case for complaining about 
a violation of "home rule." But counties could balance this 
with reorganizationai opportunities provided in a new state 
law. 


The law is hardly what advocates of sweeping county 


government reform had in mind. These advocates most 
often start with the idea of granting individual counties the 
right to do something about county departments which have 
grown from the requirement for partisan elections for such 
posis as sheriff, county clerk and register of deeds. The idea 
would be for counties to decide whether departments could 
be eliminated or consolidated and whether the new depart- 
ments would be berier supervised by appointed career 
officers rather than by officers picked in elections. 


What came from the legislature finally was one of those 


half-loaf proposit-ons of the art of legislative compromise. 
The elected constitutional offices were excluded from the 
bill. But stil! there is an opportunity for counties to make 
their administration more efficient and less costly. 


Coumy boards are empowered to create county offices or 


departments, to abolish offices or departments and to 
transfer functions among departments. They also now have 
the power to designate any county office as a part-time 
position. Thus, there is some statutory elbow room to get 
started on reorganization. 


Wisconsin's urban counties in particular should be 


looking for ways to fill the state vacuum in metropolitan 
government. Counties can become the means for providing 
services needed in common by local governments, at a 
lesser cost by ending duplication of local efforts. 


Outagamie County has been among the state leaders in 


this regard, the development of the airport being an 
example. In more recent years, there has come countywide 
planning and parkland development and the county" solid 
waste disposal plan. The next step may be creation of a 
countywide property assessment system with the 75 per cent 
state aid provided for in the new state budget. 


Counties have correctly complained about having to 


operate in the straitjacket of state law. Now, there is a 
chance to do something about that. 


The school lunch program 


The federal school lunch and breakfast program —of all 


things — is the latest pawn in the battle of the budget. 
Congress should swiftly settle the matter by agreeing on a 
formula to compensate for inflation and risi'ng food prices. 


The inability of Congress and the administration to reach 


an agreement before the August recess made things bad 
enough. Local school districts were faced with planning for 
a new school year with no facts as to the level of federal 
funding or a fear that there would be a gap in the funding. 
Now, the Senate and the House have passed different bills. 
There will be a further delay while a conference committee 
searches for a compromise and while the two houses vote 
again. Then, there is the chance of a presidential veto. 


Under the House bill, federal contributions to lunches and 


breakfasts would be increased from eight to ten cents. But 
the administration opposes this as being inflationary. 


That didn't stop the Senate. Its bill increases the federal 


contribution to 12 cents, which will cost an additional $167 
million a year. The Senate also backed an amendment to 
automatically increase the federal contribution in 1975 and 
to expand the eligibility for meals sold at reduced prices to 
children of low income families. 


The changes came on amendments offered by Minnesota 


Sen. Hubert Humphrey. Sen. Milton Young of North Dakota 
noted that Humphrey had a heart "as big as a washtub" but 
that he was inviting a veto. Sen. J. William Fulbright of 
Arkansas said the entire school meals program did not cost 
as much as one B-l bomber. 


That's one way of looking at it. Another is to stop playing 


politics with school children and reach a compromise. The 
guideline should be one which covers the increased cost of 
food and the effect of inflation. 


Somewhere within the Department of Agriculture, there 


should be a computer that can figure that out. And Congress 
and the administration then can move on to do battle over 
something less vital than lunches and breakfasts served to 
school children. 


Key-73 neighborhood Bible studies 


It may not be as attention getting as the mid-summer 


rally at the Lawrence Bowl, and it certainly won't be as 
splashy as the co-sponsored appearance of Pat Boone and 
Company at Apple Fest, but in the long run the month-long 
Key-73 sponsored neighborhood Bible studies which start 
today may very well be the most important single event to 
come out of this now-famous nationwide movement whith the 
unusual name. 


The neighborhood Bibie studies are unusual for a number 


of reasons. The program is undoubtedly the most extensive 
Bible study effort ever attempted in the Fox Cities area. 
Conservative estimates iook for at least a hundred neigh- 
borhood groups to gather for four weekly sessions during 
October, most of them centering on finding answers to 
modern needs and problems in the Gospel of Luke. 


What makes the effort unique is that it has an ecumenical 


approach, while preserving the integrity of each par- 
ticipating denomination. The studies are based upon invi- 
tations neighbors extend to neighbors, regardless of 
denomination. Each group, however, is identified bv its 
sponsoring body, so that the participant who may have such 
concern is able to know beforehand whether the study will 
be Lutheran-oriented, or Catholic, or whatever. 


In recent years our country has seen the phenomenon of 


secular neighborhood discussion groups. It will be interest- 
ing to water, whether th.s Key-73 Bible study approach will 
meet with similar success.

Editor'* Notebook 


As Newspaper Week begins

As Editor John Torinus has mentioned 


previously in this column, The Post-Crescent 
does not make it a point to be exclusively 
emphatic about the observation of Newspaper 
Week which, this year, begins today. In- 
cidentlally, the period was formerly known as 
National Newspaper Week but was changed this 
year in deference to the world-wide existence 
and importance of newspapers. 


While we do not bestow special acclaim on 


ourselves at this time, preferring to "sell our- 
selves" to readers and advertisers by whai we 
try to do throughout the year, Newspaper Week 
does suggest taking the opportunity to inform 
our public about certain projects in which we 
might be engaged, or proffer information per- 
tinent to the industry and appropriately 
interesting to most everyone. 


One such project with which we have been 


associated for many years is the VEC (Visual 
Education Consultants) filmstrip and in-paper 
quiz program which has just mailed to schools a 
"news-in-depth" filmstrip entitled, "Editorial 
Cartoons: Windows on a Changing World." It 
will arrive tomorrow morning at those schools 
associated with the program and in time to 
allow teachers jo schedule it during Newspaper 
Week. 


It is a fascinating story on one of the most 


historic and vigorous means of editorializing 


which actually began as far back as ancient 
Egypt. The art of caricature began to flourish in 
16th Century Europe and we're told that by the 
17th Century, political figures began to be lam- 
pooned by drawings of this kind. 


Two important 19th Century French car- 


toonists were Charles Philipon and Honore 
Daumier who ridiculed King Louis-Philippe and 
his pear-shaped head. In the weekly magazine 
"La Caricature," the artists drew the King as a 
"poire" —a word that means both "pear" and 
"fathead" in French. As one might expect, the 
"pear" got the pair in deep trouble: they were 
thrown in jail and their magazine closed up. It 
was a prime example of suppression of the 
freedoms of the press which continues to assault 
newspapers today. 


Similar struggles wiih censorship, of course, 


led our forefathers to protect freedom of the 
press in the First Amendment of the Constitu- 
laon 


One of the founding fathers, Benjamin 


Franklin, was a newspaperman and cartoonist 
and his drawings did much to inspire colonial 
opposition against the French-Indian ententes 
of the day as well as promoting the zeal of the 
colonists in the American revolution against the 
Crown. 


Political cartoons continue to play an impor- 


tant role in expressing editorial opinion sug- 
gesting —good-naturedly but pointedly —indig- 
nation and concern where and whenever 


government —or other —corruption and inep- 
titude is suspected. 


Speaking of editorial opinion, we will continue 


to have the privilege of leading class discus- 
sions regarding the many facets of the news- 
paper business. Invariably, with the high school 
classes, the discussion gets around to inquiring 
how many read what features in the newspaper 
and, almost invariably, readership of the edi- 
torial page appears extremely low. The 
American Newspaper publishers Association 
(ANPA) has conducted similar studies with the 
same results. 


Undoubtedly this is a normal attitude on the 


part of high school students but it continues to 
disturb us. Obviously, the analytical content of 
the editorial page is such that it just doesn't 
turn on a teen-ager even by his senior year in 
high school. But we wonder if, in view" of the 
increasing responsibility to form opinions — 
political and otherwise — placed on today's 
youths by such circumstances as the new voting 
age, for instance, something shouldn't be done 
to more quickly make the student more 
inquisitive at a more mature level? It would be 
interesting to know whether teachers, news- 
papers, or both, are missing the boat in finding 
a way of creating interest in more than the 
sports pages and Ann Landers. On the other 
hand, perhaps it's just as well to keep them 
youthful a little while longer.

"Two?" 
"That's correct. You have the ques- 


tion of the President being forced to 
give up h:s tapes, and you have the 
question of whether a vice President 
can be indxted for a crime before he's 
impeached. In the past, the Time 
Machine has only given us one consti- 
iui.ona! crisis every 20 vears." 


"Ma\be someone has"speeded up the 


machine," I suggested. 


"That's a possibility," Ratameyer 


said. "It might explain the rate* of 
inflation. We know fhat we must expect 
a certain amount of inflation every 
year, but what's been happening in the 
last six months is ndi u'ous. Only a 
Time Machine that's gone complefely 
berserk could allow prices to increase 
at the rate they have." 


"Do you think the Democrats have 


been messing with the Time Machine to 
make Nixon look bad?" 


"I doubt u," said Ratameyer. 


"They're just as much victims of it as 
the Republicans Here they have the 
greatest political scandal in'the history 
of the nation, and they don't even know 
what to do with it. Anyone who could fix 
a Time Machine would be bright enough 
to have a plan."

Defense budget 
teaches lesson 


There is a vital lessen to be read in 


the recent congressional voting on the 
military budget. But it is not, as parts of 
the Pentagon seem to imagine, that the 
"defense majority" always wins. 


The true lesson is that the defense 


majority is shifting in nature and com- 
position. Only if the administration 
makes timely adjustments in its 
approach can it keep the country in 
good posture for defense and the com- 
ing round of arms control talks with 
Russia. 


The basic distinction to keep in mind 


is 
between 
particular 
weapons 


systems-such as the Trident submarine 
or the B-l bomber or the F-14 
fighter-on the one hand and overall 
ceilings in money and troops on the 
other hand. For two reasons, cuts in 
particular weapons systems are very- 
hard to put across. 


For one thing, Congressmen are 


required, in cutting funds for a par- 
ticular weapon, to pit their judgment 
against the professional expertise of the 
military. When Elmo Zumwalt, the 
chief of naval operations, and all the 
other admirals on land and sea assert 
that an accelerated Trident program is 
required, what mere Congressman can 
confidently question their judgment? 


Moreover, individual weapons tend to 


involve contracts and jobs. Work on the 
Trident sub, for instance, helps defense 
and allied companies from coast to 
coast. Congressmen and Senators are 
naturally loath to cast votes that mean 
the loss of jobs for constituents. 


But the opposite logic applies to put- 


ting ceilings on defense expenditures 
and manpower. The legislators are on 
their own turf in making decisions 
about what share of the national budget 
or the total work force should go to the 
armed services. The more so as they 
can make the cuts generally and leave 
the application to the generals and 
admirals. 


The critical importance of that dis- 


tinction was hammered home in the 
voting on the procurement section of the 
defense budget in both House and 
Senate this year. In the House, no 
serious effort was made to cut in- 
dividual weapons systems. The Armed 
Services Committee, which is stacked 
for the military, made a token cut in the 
Pentagon ngure-from S21.9 billion 


requested to $21 .J oillion recommended. 


But on the floor, a strong effort to cut 


the total ceiling was organized by a 
young Wisconsin Democrat, Les Aspin. 
For 
the first 
time 
anyone can 


remember, the committee was over- 
turned on a major defense issue. The 
House voted to reduce the ceiling to 
S20.4-a cut of nearly a billion dollars. 


The Senate began where the House 


left off. Its Armed Services Committee 
came in with a bill recommending a 
figure of $20.4 billion. But on the floor 
the effort to cut was concentrated on 
particular weapons systems. 


One by one these efforts-to cut funds 


for the Trident and the new nuclear 
carrier and the SAM-D missiles—failed. 
In the case of the F-14 fighter, an addi- 
tional S500 million in funds was added. 
By the time it came to reducing overall 
figures, 
the budget-cutters 
were 


exhausted and confused. 


A motion to trim the overall spending 


ceiling by $500 million was defeated on 
a 51-47 vote. Even so the Senate did 
approve a motion to reduce manpower 
by 110,000 over the next few years. That 
was the first victory for even a modified 
version of Majority Leader Mike Mans- 
field's famous proposal for reducing 
American troops in Europe. 


What all this suggests to me is that 


there is a growing feeling in the 
Congress that too much money is being 
spent on defense. The legislators are not 
up to cutting individual programs, but 
they are becoming more and more par- 
tial to trimming overall ceilings. 


Accordingly, if the administration 


continues to serve up proposals for 
doubtful weapons systems, the response 
of the Congress will be to go heavilv 
after total defense funds and troop 
levels. The result will be a badly un- 
balanced defense structure-a force that 
will give the Russians no incentive for 
making arms cuts. 


A responsible administration would 


begin now to develop a strategy for 
easing off development of the most 
egregiously wasteful of the particular 
weapons systems. The Congress, in 
return, could be asked not to make 
meat-axe cuts on troop levels and 
overall spending ceilings. And the Rus- 
sians could be required to slow down the 
weapons developments that we aim to 
check in the coming round of arms 
control talks.

As the years progress, and 
they don't make the break from a paid Job, many 
people feel as if they've somehow failed them- 
selves. If you're troubled by a feeling you "ought" 
to be trying to become your own boss, consider 
the following fact: Only about seven million 
Americans are self-employed. Ten years ago 
there were almost nine million people who were 
their own bosses. According to Labor Depart- 
ment experts, the downward trend probably re- 
flects changing economic patterns. The Depart- 
ment expects 1973 to show even fewer "own boss" 
workers. Of course, it may be that you are well 
suited to join the small percentage of self- 
employed. "Home Office Report," a newsletter for 
self-employed businessmen, suggests that a very 
special kind of person is best suited to business 
fife on his own: a farsighted, free-thinking 
individual who wants to make it big without having 
to follow the usual slower up-through-the-ranks 
routes.—By S. R. Redford

New Findings: 
Why Marriages Fail 
Despite all the 
chatter about the 
change in young 
people, a newly 
published in-depth 
study of what causes 
marriages to fail has found that many of the old 
guidelines are still true for this generation. 
1} Maturity is essential. Anyone who marries before 
he or she is 20 years old is much more likely to 
have the marriage fail than a person who is 20 or, 
better yet, 22 or older. 2) Premarital pregnancy, 
especially when the couple is under 20, lowers 
the chance of success for that marriage. 3) Marry- 
ing someone of the same religion still makes a 
real difference in your marriage's chance for 
success or failure. All mixed-religions marriages 
(Catholic-Protestant, Christian-Jewish) have 
higher failure rates than marriages in which the 
partners share the same religion. One surprising 
finding: Though Jews married to Jews have by 
far the highest success rate of all groups, a 
Jewish man marrying a Christian girl appears to 
be a risky situation. The study found a "surprising" 
and "markedly high level of marital instability of 
Jewish men married to non-Jewish wives "

Series against Pittsburgh; left-handed 
pitcher Whitey Ford, whose ten vic- 
tories are the most of any hurler in 
Series annals, and who once threw 
33% consecutive Series innings of

Mickey Mantle, who holds most Se- 
ries slugging records, including 18 
homers, 26 extra-base bits and 40 runs 
batted in. 


Two members of the St. Louis 


Cardinals' Series-winning teams of 
1964 and 1967 (another Cardinal 
team went seven games with the De- 
troit Tigers in 1968 before bowing) 
made the FAMILY WEEKLY All-Star 
team. One is left fielder Lou Brock, 
who has the highest batting average of 
any player in history and who has ap- 
peared in at least 20 Series games. 
Brock's Series average is .391, and he 
has stolen a record 14 bases in post- 
season competition. The other Car- 
dinal is right-hander Bob Gibson, 
winner of seven Series games, includ- 
ing a record-tying three in 1967. 


Two great former stars who died 


while still relatively young also are 
cited as World Series All-Stars. They 
are Gil Hodges, who, as first base- 


inson. Robinson, who spent time at 
second base, third base and in left 
field during his brilliant career, was 
an almost-unanimous choice for the 
NL's second-base spot, with Bill 
Mazeroski receiving the only dissent- 
ing vote for the position. 


In gaining the right-handed pitcher's 


position on the National League 
squad, Bob Gibson of the Cardinals 


man for the Dodgers in Brooklyn and 
Los Angeles played in seven World 
Series and holds a number of Series 
records (including 326 putouts); and 
right fielder Roberto Clemente, who 
made the 1971 Series his personal 
showcase in leading the Pittsburgh 
Pirates to victory over the Baltimore 
Orioles. 


The left side of the infield features 


former National League shortstop 
Ahrin Dark, and Baltimore third base- 
man Brooks Robinson. Dark batted 
well over .400 in two post-season 
championship appearances as a mem- 
ber of the New York Giants, against 
the Yankees in 1951 and against the 
Cleveland Indians in 1954. Robinson 
batted well and fielded brilliantly for 
the Orioles during their four World 
Series appearances in six years, 1966- 
71, and was awarded the Babe Ruth 
Trophy as the overall Most Valuable 
Player in the 1970 Series victory in 
five games over the Cincinnati Reds.

Nordlander pointed to the open por- 
trayal that God makes of man's inborn, 
natural sinfulness to justify such an 
open portrayal of the same sins in the 
media.

His reasoning 
is faulty in that one must consider the 
reasons for which such portrayals were 
made in the Bible.

vince Mr. Nordlander about how wrong 
he is. But I can not sit by and see the 
Lord God slandered and blasphemed in 
this way without responding, if only for 
the sake of those who put their trust in 
the Bible for what it is. the very Word of 
God. 'and who may be misled by such a 
blatant misuse of the Scriptures". I make 
bold to pra;. that Mr. Nordlander might 
also be convinced. 


The Bibie is the Word of God. Man's 


reason may reject that fact, but his 
so-called proof for such rejection will 
never change the fact, it is too bad that 
Mr. Nordlander, who evidently has read 
a lot =n his Bible, has not seen such 
passages such as II Timothy 3. 16-17: 
"All Scripture is given by inspiration of 
God, and is profitable for doctrine, for 
reproof, for correction, for instruction 
in righteousness, that the man of God 
may be perfect, thoroughlv furnished 
unto al! good works."

n conjunction with our panel-se- 
lected major-league All-Star 
teams, the editors of FAMILY 


WEEKLY selected a ten-man team of 
World Series All-Stars of the past 
quarter century. 


Five National Leaguers and five 


American Leaguers make up the 
World Series All-Star team. The New 
York Yankees, who won nine world 
championships in the 16-year period, 
1949-64, have the largest representa- 
tion of players on the team, with four. 
The Yankees cited are catcher Yogi 
Berra, who banged out a record 71 
hits in 75 Series contests, including 12 
home runs; second baseman Bobby 
Richardson, who batted .305 in 36 
Series games and set a record of 12 
runs batted in during the 1960 World 
Series against Pittsburgh; left-handed 
pitcher Whitey Ford, whose ten vic- 
tories are the most of any hurler in 
Series annals, and who once threw 
33% consecutive Series innings of 


scoreless ball; and center fielder 
Mickey Mantle, who holds most Se- 
ries slugging records, including 18 
homers, 26 extra-base hits and 40 runs 
batted in. 


Two members of the St. Louis 


Cardinals' Series-winning teams of 
1964 and 1967 (another Cardinal 
team went seven games with the De- 
troit Tigers in 1968 before bowing) 
made the FAMILY WEEKLY Ail-Star 
team. One is left fielder Lou Brock, 
who has the highest batting average of 
any player in history and who has ap- 
peared in at least 20 Series games. 
Brock's Series average is .391, and he 
has stolen a record 14 bases hi post- 
season competition. The other Car- 
dinal is right-hander Bob Gibson, 
winner of seven Series games, includ- 
ing a record-tying three in 1967. 


Two great former stars who died 


while still relatively young also are 
cited as World Series All-Stars. They 
are Gil Hodges, who, as first base- 


man for the Dodgers in Brooklyn and 
Los Angeles played in seven World 
Series and holds a number of Series 
records (including 326 putouts); and 
right fielder Roberto Clemente, who 
made the 1971 Series his personal 
showcase in leading the Pittsburgh 
Pirates to victory over the Baltimore 
Orioles. 


The left side of the infield features 


former National League shortstop 
Ah/in Dark, and Baltimore third base- 
man Brooks Robinson. Dark batted 
well over .400 in two post-season 
championship appearances as a mem- 
ber of the New York Giants, against 
the Yankees in 1951 and against the 
Cleveland Indians in 1954. Robinson 
batted well and fielded brilliantly for 
the Orioles during their four World 
Series appearances in six years, 1966- 
71, and was awarded the Babe Ruth 
Trophy as the overall Most Valuable 
Player in the 1970 Series victory in 
five games over the Cincinnati Reds.

Mazeroski receiving the only dissent- 
ing vote for the position. 


In gaining the right-handed pitcher's 


position on the National League 
squad, Bob Gibson of the Cardinals 


outpolled Don Drysdale, Juan Mari- 
chal and Tom Seaver. 


The National League outfield in- 


cluded a pan- of right fielders, the late 
Roberto Clemente and Hank Aaron. 
Most voters selected a National 
League outfield corps of Clemente, 
Mays and Aaron, who rate as the 
league's three best outfielders of the 
past generation in most official polls.

Holiday weekends produce grim toll 


CHICAGO (AP) — To the average 


American, a holiday weekend means a 
chance to relax a little, to spend some 
time with the family or just get away 
from it all. 


To the people at the National Safety 


Council, a holiday weekend means 
another round of grim projections and 
counting of the death toll on the nation's 
highways. 


The council began issuing its projec- 


tions for the six holiday weekends each 
year in 1948. Current forecasts are based 
on accumulated experience and statis- 
tics. 


As a general^rule, the council says, 18 


per cent more people die on a holiday 
weekend than during a similar amount 
of nonholiday time. 


That figure is deceiving, however, 


because there are more people on the 
roads driving more miles. When the 
death rate is figured on a basis of 
number of persons killed per estimated 
miles driven, the council says the 
holiday toll is 11 percent higher than the 
nonholiday figure- 


Why the higher figure? 


"People are in a hurry to get home," 


a council spokesman said. "People are 
in a festive holiday mood and abuse the 
use of alcohol more than normally and 
they also neglect to use seat belts." 


The council has estimated that alcohol 


is a factor in more than half of all traffic 
deaths; that speeding is involved in 30 
per cent of them; and that fatalities 
would be cut by 20 per cent if everyone 
used seat belts. 


There are two sets of figures to take 


into account. First there is the 
immediate death toll — the number of 
people who die during the holiday and 
whose deaths are reported within hours 
after its end. 


Then there's the final death toll, not 


available until 10 days or two weeks after 
the holiday period and including people 
who died of injuries suffered during the 
counting period. 


The council says it issues its predic- 


tions of deaths to alert people to the 
dangers. 


This year the council issued an "im- 


mediate death rate" prediction of 
between 530 and 650 traffic fatalities 


during the 78-hour counting period of the 
three-day period including

Here's a rundown of the Labor Day 


figures for past years:

-1969: 625-725 estimated; 612 counted. 
-4968: 575-675 estimated; 688 counted.

The immediate death rate tells only 


part of the story, however. This year, for 
example, the final tally showed 750 
persons killed and 22,500 injured during 
the Labor Day holiday. 


According to the council, a final tally

That would be an increase of 25 per

President snubbed by 
AFL-CIO's convention 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) -Labor 


leaders gather in the sun this week to 
prepare for the AFL-CIO's biennial 
convention, with President Nixon unin- 
vited but not forgotten. 


AFL-CIO President George Meany has 


withdrawn the welcome mat, breaking a 
longstanding tradition in which every 
president, regardless of party, has been 
invited to the labor federation's con- 
ventions. 


The presidential snub stems from the 


cool reception given Nixon at the AFL- 
CIO's 1971 meeting when he defended 
administration wage-price controls and 
was later gaveled out of the auditorium 
by Meany. The labor chieftain charged 
that the White House deliberately set up 
the confrontation to win sympathy for 
the President. 


Nixon's absence also will underscore 


organized labor's unhappiness wirh the 
administration over the inflated 
economy and Watergate, two issues taa.t 
are expected to be given much attention 
by the 2,000 delegates. 


In issuing its convention call, the 


AFL-CIO said it meets "at a time of 
grave problems for America" with 
public confidence "severely shaken by 
26 months of inequitable economic 
phases and freezes, the revelations of 
Watergate and the administration's 
wholesale abandonment of social 
programs." 


The AFL-CIO, representing nearly 14 


million workers, said that while it can- 
not resolve these issues, "this conven- 
tion, can, must and, we are confident, 
will draw attention to these problems." 


Ironworkers President John Lyons 


will deliver a sharply critical report on 
Watergate and its impact. 


The convention itself doesn't open 


until Oct. 18, but it will be preceded by 
a series of meetings, beginning Mondav 
with the AFL-CIO Building and Cons"- 
truction Trades Department. 


In addition to the President, no invit- 


ation went out to Secretary of Labor 
Peter J. Brer.nan, a former head of the 
New YorK building trades unions who 
fell into disfavor" with Meany after 
backing the administration's minimum 
wage bill, which organized iabor op- 
posed. 


Director Jlohn Dunlop of the Cost of 


Living Council and Defense Secretary- 


James Schlesinger are about the only 
administration officials scheduled to 
appear. A number of Democrats are on 
the program, including Sens. Hubert 
H. Humphrey of Minnesota, Washing- 
ton's Henry "Jackson and Edward M. 
Kennedy of Massachusetts. 


Several internal matters are also on 


the schedule, one of which involves a 
major restructuring of the AFL-CIO, 
the first since its founding in 1955. 


The reorganization, approved by the 


35-man Executive Council in August, is 
intended to tighten administrative con- 
trol over state and local affiliates. 


As part of this, Meany has offered 


W. J. Usery Jr., director of the Federal 
Mediation Service, the job of headingan 
expanded Department of Organizing 
and Field Services.
